By WILLIAM PHILIP SIMMS 
(United Pre ss Staff Correspondent) 
PARIS, May 7.—Although Belgium 
has decided to sign the peace treaty 
she is far from satisfied, a high Bel­ 
gium official told the United Press to­ 
day.

confirmed. 
The 'question regarding the Belgian- 
Dutch boundary and the Scheldt has 
not been determ ined. 
Her indemni­ 
ties from Germany am ount to only 
about six per cent of the total, despite 
the fact that the entire country has 
been ravaged, utensils and machinery 
carried off and factories wrecked. 
“There are three-quarters of a miK 
lion people idle in Belgium.” said the" 
otfieial. 
“They are idle because of 
destroyed factories or lack of raw ma­ 
terials. 
It is im possible to obtain 
these without credit and credit is im­ 
possible without sound economic con­ 
ditions backing it up. 
“Economically Belgium will be bad­ 
ly od' unless she is indemnified prop­ 
erly.”

The latest developm ent^ the tele­ 
phone rate fight now being waged in 
Orange county is receipt of a request 
from the district telephone manager 
at Los Angeles for a conference on 
the situation with the local telephone 
committees of the Farm Bureau and 
the Associated Chambers 
of 
Com­ 
merce. The committeemen are inter­ 
ested in finding out what the tele­ 
phone company representatives will 
have to offer to combat the universal 
opposition to the present rates and 
elimination of the free toll areas, and 
the conference has been arranged for 
Friday afternoon. 
The request was received yesterday 
afternoon during a meeting of the 
local committees and was announced 
last night at a joint meeting of repre­ 
sentatives of the Bauta Ana city coun­ 
cil, C h am ar of Commerce, M. and M. 
Association, Farm Bureau, and Asso­ 
ciated Chambers. 
Upon motion of F. 
P. Nickey, President C. F. Smith of 
the Chamber of Commerce and Presi­ 
dent Hugh Lowe of the M. and M. 
were authorized to attend the meet­ 
ing in behalf of these two important 
organizations. 
At last night's meeting, held at the 
Chamber of Commerce and attended 
by thirty people, a unanimous senti­ 
ment for carrying on the fight against 
unjust 
telephone rates 
and 
toll 
changes was evident, the only diffi­ 
culty being to determine upon a con­ 
certed method of action. 
Several 
were in favor of a united drive toward 
elimination of telephones as perhaps 
the speediest way of getting action, 
for this would “cut out” the phone 
company’s revenue and might be the 
most effective manner of protesting 
the new rates.

Peace is prized chiefly because it 
keeps men from being slain in battle. 
The cost and inconvenience are sec­ 
ondary. 
Anything, 
then, that 
keeps 
men from being killed unnecessarily 
at any tim e is as valuable as peace. 
Viewed in this light, a great and 
cumulative victory has been won in 
recent years by the American “safety- 
first” campaigns. 
A writer 
in the 
Scientific Monthly says that the an­ 
nual toll of industrial fatalities in this 
country, which 
ten years 
ago 
was 
35,000, has been reduced to 22,000. 
That m eans a saving of 13,000 lives 
a year, one-sixth as many American 
lives as were lost in this war. In six 
years, therefore, this rate of saving 
will wipe out the war losses. 
The improvement indicated is near­ 
ly thirty per cent in a decade. It is 
really more than that, because there 
are far more men employed in 
our 
industries now than there were ten 
years ago, and the old ratio of loss 
would now give considerably more 
than 35,000 fatalities. 
The non-fatal accidents have been 
lessened in about the same propor­ 
tion. When there were 35,000 deaths 
a year there were 2,000,000 “disabling 
accidents.”

Farm Bureau Speaker Says 
Citrus Experiments Be 
Made Here Soon 


“Legumes must be used to maintain 
■oil fertility. There is no place where 
aoli fertility is maintained throughout 
a long period of years where legumes 
hFYe been left out and where one crop 
has been grown continuously." 
These two sentences, perhaps, sum­ 
marise the address delivered at the 
Orange County Farm Bureau picnic 
last Saturday by W. C. Kelly, head of 
the department of soil chemistry at 
the State Experiment Station. 
His 
subject was "Soil Fertility.” Dr. Web­ 
ber, who was to have delivered the 
address, was unable to be present. 
Incidentally, Kelly announced that 
the station is ready to carry on a 
series of orchard experiments in citrus 
groves in this county, and that a r­ 
rangements 
for 
those 
experiments 
would be made. 
“Soil fertility,” said Kelly, in open­ 
ing his address, “is the most im portant 
subject before the agricultural world 
today. Don’t think that your soil is so 
good that it can never be exhausted, i 
There is no such soil in existence. I 
There are pisces in this state 
that! 
used to grow forty or fifty bushels oi 
jjrain that can now scarcely be farmed 
withproflt. 
Keep It Fertile 
“Up at Rivoreide we think that Or- 
aage county has a soil that is particu-, 
larly fertile, but your soil is not in­ 
exhaustible, and you should remem­ 
ber that by careless methods you may 
damage your property considerably. 
Perhaps you wish to turn your Ane farm 
over to your children. 
Possibly you 
will turn that farm over to them In 
such shape that it is of little value to 
them until it is enriched. 
“Oeneral principles prevail here as 
elsewhere.” 
Kelly 
here 
made 
the 
statements that appear at the begin­ 
ning of this article. 
“With your fruit trees,” said he. 
‘‘you can maintain fertility by inter­ 
cropping. 
By all means 
that 
crop 
should be a legume. The crop follow­ 
ing a legume is always benefitted by 
the legume. 
“The legume is beneficial because 
it has a deep root system. These roots 
go down deeper than the plow can 
reach. Those roots decay, and in de­ 
caying sweeten the earth around them. 
They also leave avenues in which air 
and water may penetrate. 
“The planting of legumes is funda­ 
mental. They briug not only nitrogen 
but also organic matter. 
In irrigated 
soil, there must be decaying organic 
matter. 
Goes Through Strata 
“There are conditions in 
irrigated 
soils that do not prevail in unirrigatcd 
soils. 
For Instance, there is the pos­ 
sible development 
of 
the incipient 
hardpan. As time goes on this strata 
becomes more compact. The . most ef­ 
ficient way of overcoming this tenden­ 
cy is to plant legumes. 
“A small amount of alkali in irriga­ 
tion water tends to puddle this strata 
also. You can’t keep your land fertile 
if there is a small amount of alkali in 
it. 
We are conducting experiments 
that we hope will show us results by 
whlqh the damage done by w ater of 
an alkaline nature may be overcome. 
Those experiments, however, have not 
yet been completed. Your safe plan is 
to use only pure water. 
“We of the citrus experimental sta­ 
tion gt Riverside ask your co-operation 
in carrying on orchard .experiments. 
Your conditions here 
are 
different 
from ours, and we want to be of as­ 
sistance to you in meeting your local 
problems, If some of you will under­ 
take in your orchards to help, we hope 
to install field trials in your county 
very soon.”

Here’s Method Used 
to Get Rid of 
Pesky Cut Worn 


T 
HE cutworm is abroad In the 
land, and he is doing a good 
deal of damage. 
Farm Advisor 
Wahlberg 
has 
given 
two formulas 
for 
making 
poison for killing cutworms. This 
poison, however, will kill chick­ 
ens, and 
should 
not be 
used 
where chickens are allowed 
to 
run. The farm advisor says: 
The cutworms can be destroyed 
by poison baits. Several formulas 
have given good results. One of 
the best is the following: 
Bait No. I requires (a) white 
arsenic, I lh.; sal soda, 2 lbs.; 
water, I gal; Boil in a large iron 
or enamel 
pot until 
dissolved; 
(b) syrup or molasses (cheap), I 
pint; water, I gal.; chopped lem­ 
ons, two; (c) bran, 20 lbs. Mix a 
and b thoroughly and then bran 
(c) with enough water to make 
a soft mash. 
Place two or three small lumps 
as large as peas near the base of 
each vine or plant. On large, old 
grape vines, covered with much 
rough bark, a small lump should 
be placed also on the head of the 
stumps. The bait should not be 
allowed to touch small vines or 
they may be killed. 
The baits should be distributed 
late in the afternoon so that the 
cutworms will get it on their way 
to or from the vines at night and 
before It dries up. 
Bait 2 requires white arsenic, 
I lh.; sal soda, 2 lbs.; water, I 
gal. Boil until dissolved and then 
add and mix; syrup, I qt.; water 
20 gal. 
Chop green alfalfa, dip in the 
solution, and 
distribute 
in the 
vineyard as with the first bait. 
This bait is said to succeed in 
some oases when the other falls 
to attract the cutworms.

How soil unfitted for orange grow­ 
ing can be improved until it maintains 
as thrifty an orchard as one could 
wish to see was explained in an ad­ 
dress at the Orange County Farm 
Bureau picnic by J. A- Prizer, orchard 
manager, at the California Citrus Ex­ 
perimental Station at. Riverside. 
The address was full of suggestions 
for citrus growers, and since the ad­ 
dress was founded entirely upon act­ 
ual experiences and not upon untried 
theory it was of unusual interest. 
“I propose to take you through the 
development of a grove for the first 
five years," said Pricer in opening his 
address. “Perhaps I had best begin 
back a year or two before the plant 
ing of the trees. If you can prepare 
your ground a year or two in advance 
you are all the better off for it. 
“To begin with, let us look at the 
tree we are going to plant. The best 
trees are those 
chosen 
from 
well 
known bearing parentage. That is, the 
buds should be chosen from trees that 
bear well. You will be taking chances 
if your nurseryman makes a miscel­ 
laneous selection of buds. 
“Dr. Webber of the experiment sta­ 
tion finds it desirable to go to the 
root stalk aa well as to the bud. Say 
you have three trees planted at the 
same time as seedling stalks. One 
la two feet high, another three and 
another four. T here is no doubt but 
what you will get a stronger tree if 
you bud on the thriftiest stalk than 
you will lf you bud on the other two. 
Now, tho Soil 
“Now comes the soil. Here in Or­ 
ange county the early settlers took 
the richer, deeper soil, and first-class 
citrus land is less available now than 
it used to be. As tim e goes on you will 
have to go more and more to the foot­ 
hills, where the soil, while warmer, 
is shtfllower than it is in the level 
lands. 
They are 
often cropped 
to 
grains for years, and the fertility is 
exhausted before the time comes for 
planting 
them 
to citrus 
orchards. 
That is the situation you must guard 
against, and that is why the experi­ 
ments made at Riverside will be of 
value to you. 
“If you can get hold of the land a 
couple of years in advance of plant­ 
ing, and plant leguminous crops, you 
can give the trees a fine send-off in 
life. 
“There 
is 
a zone 
of 
cultivated 
ground near the surface. Below that 
may be hardpan. You must build up 
this soil in organic material by cover 
crops and deep plowing so that the 
soil will meet 
the demands of the 
trees- You can’t do much in' an old 
orchard, perhaps, but if you take an 
orchard up to the time it is five years 
old, you can do a good deal. 
“The deeper you can plow the bet­ 
ter it is for the soil. One inch added 
in depth means 300,000 pounds of bet­ 
ter soil to the acre. 
“At Riverside we planted our trees 
upon exhausted, shallow soil, and it 
was not long before the trees begn 
to have the 
yellow under-fed 
look. 
They were not progressing. The rea­ 
son was that the soil was not carry­ 
ing the food for them.” 
Building It Up 
The speaker then outlined the steps 
taken to build up the soil and to turn 
the yellow, sickly trees into green, 
thrifty trees. 
"The 
first year 
we buried 
bean 
straw in a furrow along the trees. 
This was straw from a crop between 
the rows. We put this straw in trench­ 
es down each side of the tree row. 
“Just 
outside of the bean 
straw 
trenches we grew a crop of melilotus, 
which we plowed under nine or ten 
inches deep. 
“Just 
from this 
bean straw and 
melilotus, the trees began to grow 
the next spring and when two years 
old the trees were in fine shape. Out­ 
side this first trench of bean straw 
we put 
in another 
trench of bean 
straw the next year and reduced the 
area to which we planted melilotus 
and beans, succeeding each other. 
“Tbup we worked the trees along, 
each year reducing the width of the 
strip between the rows. 
Increases Crepe 
! 
“We not only got our trees into fine 
{shape, but 
we increased 
our bean 
jcrop from 750 pounds to the acre to 
11950 pounds, and the straw produced 
from 1000 pounds to the acre to 3000 
pounds. 


I 
“We irrigtted the inter-crops. 
If 
! you haven’t got w ater enough avails- 
I hie to irrigate those intercrops you 
; haven’t got enough to irrigate your 
j trees when they grow up. It takes no 


I more for the sm all trees, bean and 
j cover crop than it does for full-grown 
trees. 
“We don’t deem it advisable to let 
the winter cover crop go into April 
or May, especially 
if there 
is any 
shortage of water. When we turn a 
jcrop under, we disc it four ways and 


That there is likely to he a serious 
shortage of sugar beet seed for the 
spring of 1921 unless arrangements

situation for 1921 is serious, because 
of the shortage of sugar beet seed in 
Europe

European countries, which will proba­ 
bly require a large part of the Euro­ 
pean beei-seed on hand aud of the 
European production this year and 
next. 
The present indications are that 
there is sufficient sugar beet seed now 
if; the hands of the beet-sugar com­ 
panies H the United States to take 
care of the entire acreage to be plant­ 
ed to sugar beets in 1919. The most 
recent information in regard to the 
sugar beet supple for 1920 indicates 
that there is at present a shortage 
of from 25.000 to 40,000 bags. 
This 
is being met through importations in 
order to provide sufficient seed for a 
normal planting next year. 
Dutch growers and dealers are lin­ 
able to book further orders for 1919 
seed and orders for 1920 delivery must 
be received by them this month. 
At 
the present time surplus stocks in the 
Netherlands are selling at 1.3 florins 
a kilogram (approximately 25 cents a 
pound) and up. though some dealers 
are holding for from 2 to 2:5 florins 
a kilogram ^approximately 35 to 45 
cents a pound). Reports received from 
German sources indicate that prices 
there will remain high or possibly in­ 
crease during the next two years.

somewhat, but Department of Agricul­

officials

should be made to produce in this 
country during 1919, and especially in 
1920. all the good quality sugar-beet 
seed possible, up to the American re­ 
quirements.

The worrv over beet seed here is 
not up to the farmer. The factories 
see to getting the seed. 


GUIDES ARE GIVEN FOR 
FEEDING FAMILY COW

few simple guides 
for feeding 
may be summarized as follows: 
I. 
Under most circumstances the cow 
should be fed all the roughage that 
she will eat up clean, and the grain 
ration should be adjusted to the milk 
production. 2. A grain mixture should 
be fed in the proportion of I pound 
to each 3 pints or pounds of milk 
daily by the cow, except in the case 
of a cow producing a flow of forty 
pounds or more, when the ration may 
be I pound to eaMi 3 ^ or 4 pounds of 
milk. An even belter rule is I pound 
of grain each day for every pound of 
butter-fat that the cow produces dur­ 
ing the week.

An experiment in the growing of 
cowpeas upon i>oor soil is to be madia 
by F. D. Plavan, well known fanner 
of the Talbert-Greemville section. This 
experiment and its results will be of 
general interest, and will be watched 
by a good manly people of the county. 
Plavan expects to 
demonstrate 
the 
value of cowpeas as 
hog 
feed, 
to 
show' that they crowd out Bermuda 
grass and that they are valuable as a 
fertilizer. 
Pioneering work in any line is al­ 
ways fascinating. The value of ex­ 
periments in farming, however, often 
depends upon the thoroughness of the 
farmer. 
"I tried that out and it won’t do 
here,” a farmer might say. The value 
of his conclusion will be determined 
not so much by what he says as by 
his standing as a fanner. 
Plavan is a good farmer. He has 
made a business success of farming, 
ami among the jeople who know him 
he is known as a man. who works his 
ground weli and who gives it the best 
chance possible to 
produce 
results. 
Therefore, when Plavan says that he 
is going to try some crop out, the 
conclusions reached by him will be of 
value.

here. 
H orticultural inspectors and 
orchardists should keep a close watch 
for the red spider 
with the naked eye or a magnifying 
glass. 
"Use sulphur.’* is the advice given 
by E. L. Morris, county Horticultural 
'Commissioner. 
"Sulphur 
in 
some 
form is the only thing to be used now 
against the red spider. 
It may be 
applied in any of three forms. 
One 
is to use sulphur dry with a sulphur 
blower, another is the wet spray of 
sulphur called atomic sulphur, and 
the third is liquid sulphur, common­ 
ly called lime sulphur. 
"The first two methods are very 
little in Use here. 
The third is the 
one that we are using in our citrus 
spraying. 
The formula is one gal­ 
lon of limo sulphur, 32 degree baume, 
to forty gallons of water. 
Sometimes 
fifty gallons of w ater is used.” 
The advantage of using spray Is 
that it sticks on the leaves longer 
and gives results for a longer period 
of time.
